Opening 
doors to trade 

MP for York-Simcoe Peter Van Loan 
chose Array Bradford as the setting 
for an announcement, on October 27, 
of details of the new European Union 
free trade agreement, signed on Oct. 

17 in Brussels, Belgium. 

Array produces precision custom 
cabinetry for high-end retailers, and 
as president Ken Simpson noted, "We 
do a small amount with the European 
Union, but this will increase it. This 
will help open up that market. This 
is going to be a big boost not only to 
our business, but many businesses in 
Canada.” 

MP Van Loan concurred. “This is 
an example of the kind of business 
that will benefit tremendously from 
the agreement announced today," 
he said, calling the deal “the biggest 
single development” for Canada's 
economy, creating "more jobs, more 
growth, more prosperity... at a time 
when it really matters.” 

Van Loan suggested the free trade 
deal will benefit every sector of the 
Canadian economy, from forestry to 
manufacturing. 

When negotiations began, the EU 
consisted of 26 member states, and it 
was estimated that a free trade deal 
could provide a $12 Billion boost to 
Canada’s economy. Now, the EU has 
28 members - and the benefits could 
be even greater, Van Loan said. 

After an 18 to 24 month “legal scrub" 
to work out the language of the deal, 
approximately 98% of all tariffs will be 
eliminated. And as the agreement is 
phased in, over the next 3 to 7 years, 
that wifi rise to 99% - and 100% for 
non-agricultural products. 

"What makes this agreement 
more significant is, it’s a much

deeper agreement than NAFTA (the North American Free Trade 
Agreement)... affecting every element of our economy," including 
services, he said. For companies like Array, the chemical sector, and 
automotive parts manufacturing, it presents 
huge new opportunities. 

It also presents opportunities for agriculture, 

“especially beef and pork producers, and 
market gardeners... Something that will 
benefit every aspect of our economy here," 

Van Loan said. 

However, to access European markets, beef 
and pork producers will have to meet EU 
standards, for hormone-free meats - and at 
the moment, abattoirs and packing plants 
don’t have the capacity or the ability to 
segregate products destined for European 
markets. 

Van Loan acknowledged the problem, 
and suggested, "It will be up to the sector 
to determine the best way to penetrate the 
market.” Funding could be available through 
federally-supported Development Agencies to 
address the issue, he said, to consolidate the 
industry and ensure access. 

“I’m optimistic, that if the opportunities are 
there, people will take them.” 

He noted that the agreement maintains Canada's Supply- 
Management system, even while opening the door to a "mi

adjustment in the amount of imports, such as cheese - and 
insisted, “If there is any impact on the dairy farmers, there will be 
compensation.” 

The EU Free Trade Agreement gives Canada a trade advantage, 
and sets up the country as the gateway 
between the U.S. and Europe, Van Loan 
said. “Canada is the only major economy 
in the world to have free trade agreements 
in place with both the U.S. and the E.U. 

That will be a tremendous advantage for 
Canada” - especially when combined with 
this country’s low corporate taxes, stable 
economy, and relatively low debt. 

“Canada is the only G8 economy that has 
actually increased the amount of foreign 
investment and job creation” following the 
global economic downturn. 

“This is an historic agreement. It’s one I’m 
very proud of,” said the former Minister 
of International Trade, adding that the 
Agreement will make a “big difference" in 
both the overall Canadian economy, and in 
York-Simcoe. 

There is still a long way to go before 
the deal takes effect. It has to be ratified 
by the European Union members, but also by every Canadian 
province, since “a lot of the things that were on the table are under 
provincial jurisdiction,” Van Loan said - pointing out that provincial 
representatives have been involved in the negotiations.

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Draft Police Budget delivers savings 


During the debate over policing 
in South Simcoe, Police Chief Rick 
Beazley promised to continued to look 
for efficiencies in the police budget, 
moving forward. 

And in the Draft 2014 budget, 
endorsed by the Bradford West 
Gwiilimbury-Innisfil Police Services 
Board, he has kept that promise. The 
2014 draft includes a 2.9% decrease, 
over 2013. 

The 2013 Police Services Budget 
came to $16,198,747; the 2014 budget 
proposes expenditures of $15,726,903 
- a decrease of $471,844, despite 
declining revenues. 

Among the reductions: Salaries 
are down by $200,502, reflecting the 
ongoing reorganization of the South 
Simcoe Police Service; Court Bureau 


is down by $60,266; Dispatch by 
$145,117; records by $49,969. 

In addition to bringing in a budget 
that includes savings, Chief Beazley 
has also requested the establishment 
of a Capital Reserve. 

The proposal calls for partners in 
policing Innisfil and Bradford West 
Gwillimbury to make an annual 
contribution, and for any year-end 
surpluses to go into the Reserve, 
instead of general revenues. The 
Capital fund would be used to 
purchase capital assets, such as police 
cruisers - gradually eliminating costly 

The 2014 draft includes a request 
to use $93,000 of the 2013 surplus 
to purchase 3 replacement police 
cruisers.

A 28 year old Barrie 
woman is facing charges of Impaired 
Driving and Over .080. Her vehicle was 
impounded for 7 days, her licence was 


suspended for 90 days, and she was 
released on a promise to appear for 
court in November. 

On Oct. 22, at about 12:21 p.m. South 
Simcoe Police stopped a motor vehicle 
in Lefroy, after receiving information 
that the driver might be impaired. 

Police confirmed that the driver had 
consumed alcohol, and required a 
roadside breath test - which registered 
a FAIL. The driver was arrested and 
returned to the Police station for 
further testing, which confirmed a 
blood alcohol level in excess of the 
legal limit. The 61 year old Lefroy male 
was charged with Over .080.

It comes after revelations 
of the cost of cancelling the Oakville 
natural gas "peaker" power plant by 
the McGuinty Liberal government - a 
cost closer to $700 million than the $40 
million originally projected, according 
to the Auditor General of Ontario. 

The visit will also be held within 
a "stone's throw" of the King Twp. 
“peaker” plant, at Dufferin St. and 
Miller's Sideroad - a plant that was 
built despite initial opposition from 
B3ng Council. The 393 MW York Energy 
Centre has been in operation since May 
9,2012, apparently without issues.

Don’t deconstruct Holland St. 

To the editor: The Medical Centre at 80 
Holland St. East has served the town of 
Bradford for 40 years. Through great effort, a 
lab and X-Ray licence were brought to town, 


providing Medical Services to thousands of 
people who live in Bradford West Gwillimbury. 

The proposed beautification of Downtown 
Bradford is about to eliminate the disabled 
parking that is now in front of the office. The 
plan will also make it impossible for people 
going west on Holland St. to turn left on 
Bingham Street to get to the Medical Building 
Parking Lot, as well as to the housing south of 
the medical building, and to the Ingoglia plaza. 

The hypocrisy of the plan is that the new 
Family Medical Building planned at Holland 
Court will have traffic lights and a turning lane.

Horse sense. It takes on a whole new 
meaning at Dreamwinds Stables, 
Centre for Equine Assisted Learning. 

The Centre, which officially opened 
on October 26, uses interaction with 
horses to develop self-confidence and 
leadership qualities in humans. 

Owner Tracey Evans has always had 
a love of horses, since she was 2, but 
“I never had the luxury of having my 
own horse,” she says. 

It wasn’t until Evans was in her 30s 
that she had her first riding lessons, 
and purchased "Oliver” - a highly- 
strung former racehorse. 

Evans had to take a course in 
horsemanship, before she could 
understand and communicate with 
Oliver. "As a rider, I had to learn how 
to be an effective leader and trusted 
partner to my horse. These lessons 
resonated so clearly in my working 
life, and helped me better understand 
people's motivations, how they learn, 
and ultimately, how to bring the best 
out of them." 

In other words, “if you can build that 
trust, build that understanding and 
co-operation”in people, it can only 
have an empowering effect. 

Evans discovered the Cartier 
Equine Assisted Learning Academy 
in Saskatchewan, and using a 
combination of their curriculum 
and her own experience, set up 
Dreamwinds Stables on a 35 acre 
property at 2800 - 10th Line Bradford 
West Gwillimbury. 

Dreamwinds offers a Corporate 
Training program, but also a youth 



program on Wednesday nights, for 
ages 9 to 18, that builds confidence 
and leadership. 

It’s all “experiential learning,” with 
the horses as teachers. "The horses 
provide instant, honest feedback 
without judgement, and will tell us 
if there is an issue with someone’s 
approach or team dynamic,” Evans 
says. She has 5 horses that she uses 
in the program, including Oliver. “We 
don’t train them. We just use their 
instinct."

“These people were 
chosen because they're 
not embarrassed to speak 
openly about their life 
experiences," said organizer 
Debbie Scott. "They’re here 
to help people who may be 
dealing with similar issues 
or those struggling find 
their own path in life.” 

One of the interesting 
“human books" at the 
Bradford library was Crispin 
Duenas, a 27 year-old 
High School teacher and 
part-time professional 
archer, who competed for 
Team Canada at the 2008 
and 2012 Olympic games. 

In 2008, Duenas finished 
39th overall, but improved 
to rank 8th at the 2012 
Olympic games in London. 

He has words of wisdom

contemplating giving up on their dreams. 

“In training to be a professional athlete, you’re 
going to go through those good days and the bad 
days,” said Duenas. “You learn a lot more from 
losing than winning, so take everything you can 
from the hard times and push forward.” 

Duenas earned the Bronze medal at the 
Archery World Championships in Antalya, 
Turkey this October 6th. “Winning is just the 
icing on the cake!” 

A qualified High School mathematics and 
physics teacher, Duenas has taught at several 
schools in his home-town of Scarborough, 
Ontario. He finds that his students are quite 
interested in his Olympic background. 

“When I introduce myself to the class, I tend 
to not mention that I’m an Olympic athlete," he 
said. “Kids will often find this out themselves 
using social media. They’ll match a picture or 
find an article about me and approach me the 
next day." 

He doesn’t boast about his accomplishments, 
but he encourages teachers to speak openly 


about their lives and achievements, to build 
a sense of connection within the classroom. 
Making connections, sharing differing beliefs 
and experiences, is what the “human library” is 
all about. 

The original idea for "Human Libraries” comes 
from "Stop the Violence,” an idealistic youth 
organization located in Copenhagen, Denmark. 

The goal of the Get a Life Festival is to 
encourage people to better understand others, 
and to celebrate and recognize differences 
within the community. The Festival is held at 
various libraries across Ontario, with Bradford, 
Barrie, Innisfil and Orillia bringing the festival to 
Simcoe County. 

Other' books’ available in Bradford included 
a woman who has battled to have her autistic 
daughter accepted in school, and a senior citizen 
who only realized her dream of publishing 
children’s books after her 60th birthday. 

And Duenas' archery coach was also one of the 
seven “human books”that could be signed out 
for conversation - adding another chapter to a 
fascinating story. 


Kids explore First Nations lore, at OEYC 


On October 17, Una Olhman, Aboriginal Co¬ 
ordinator with the Simcoe Ontario Early Years 
Centres came to the Bradford Satellite Centre at 
118 Barrie St., to share the fall harvest and talk 
about traditional First Nations feast foods with 
Pre-schoolers and their parents/caregivers. 

The free drop-in 
session featured a 
special craft, circle 
time, and a snack 
of Three Sisters 
Soup, combread 
and berries. The “3 
Sisters” are com, 
beans and squash, 
so-called because 
they were planted 
together by First 
Nations farmers. 

The tall cornstalks 
provided support for the bean plants and shade 
for the squash - an early form of “companion 
planting." 

Olhman also brought along a model birch 
bark canoe, made by Simcoe County Grade 6 
students, and a number of brightly-illustrated 
children's books on Aboriginal lore. It was all 
part of the “Canoe Literacy Project,” launched as 
a pilot by the Simcoe Muskoka Catholic District 
School Board earlier this year. 

Families are invited to take a "journey” from 
book to book - following a “map” that can be 
coloured by the pre-schoolers. Once they read all 
of the books, they will receive a "culture card" - 
and will be invited to write their comments and 
questions in a special journal. 

The idea, said Olhman, is “to get people 


thinking." And once the canoe has finished its 
tour of the Early Years Centres of Simcoe County, 
it and the journal will be returned to the School
